The battle of the wards for the 
propose”? new city charter was begun 
last night with a rally in the Seventh 
ward, at the hew Caldwell hall, at 
the corner of Lee and Gordon streets, 
where a throng of enthusiastic and 
optimistic supporters of the charter 
gathered to hear its merits discussed 
by some of the most prominent and in- 
fluential citizens of’ Atlanta. 

Friends of the charter have arranged 
‘to hola three meetings in the ninth 
ward. The first will be held Wednes- 
day night at the vacant store, corner 
DeKaib and Méll avenues. An open 
air mecting will be held Friday night 
at Cheshire's store, corner Highland 
and St. Charles avenues, in Copenhill. 
Monday night another open air meet- 
ing will be held on Leggett avenue, 
south of the Georgia railroad, 

Thursday night a meeting will be 
held in the second warc, on the first 
floor of the old city hall. Attorney J. 
D. Kilpatrick, Fletcher A. Quillian, Ed- 
Gar Watkins and Colonel E. E. Pome- 
Toy will be among the speakers. 

Rally in ‘the Seventh. 

The meeting Monday night was held 
in the home ward of E. V. Carter, chair- 
man of the central committee, who him- 
self was one of the speakers. The rally 
was presided over by Major B. M. 
Cross, who. delivered a brief. but con- 
vineing address in favor of the pro-. 
posed new form of government. 

Mr. Carter was the first speaker. 
He said he didn’t care to undertake 
the superhuman task of correcting all 
the minisformation that has been put 
forth by the opponents of the charter. 
Its enemies themselves have been 
misled, he said. They afe not so much 
_concerned about the charter as they 
are about the offices they are freez- 
ing to with such a deathlike grip, he 
declared. 

It is a pity, said Mr. Carter, that 
they can’t rise above the-giving of 
office to Uncle Jim and Cousin John 
and brother-in-law so-and-so and see 
the real benefits the new i charter 
would bring to Atlanta. It is a pity, 
too, he continued, that the voters of 
Atlanta can’t see the wisdom of the 
proposed change and vote as one man 
for it. Its opponents linger long and 
lovingly on the statement that it is a 
compromise charter, he declared, when

Americus, G4, September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.}@Mort Childers. of Smithville, 
was arrested here tonight on a War- 
rant charging him with murder and 
is now ocupying a cell in the Sumter 
county’ jail awaiting transfer to Lees- 
burg, the county site of Lee, in which 
the offense with he is charged was 
committed. 

The warrant was issued upon oath 
and: application of J. F. Kennedy, 
father of young Kennedy, who was 
today committed to the Lee county 
jail without privilege of bail after a 
lengthy and exhaustive hearing be- 
fore Judge Long, of Leesburg. 

When Kennedy’s examination was 
completed today in Leesburg, Mort 
Childers, husband of the young wom- 
an he is now charged with having 
killed, came to Americus with his 
brother, Attorney Zach Childers, who 
resides in this city. 

Kennedy’s detention and commit- 
ment by the investigating judge did 
not meet with the approval of many 
Smithville people, and while Childers 


»Was coming into Americys the father } 


of Robert Kennedy went before a jus- 
tice of the peace in’ Smithville and se- 
cured a warrant charging the hus- 
band of the dead woman with having 
taken her life. The warrant was 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Smith, 
of Lee county, with instructions to 
serve {ft at once. 

Sheriff Smith, knowing that Mort 
Childers had come to Americus with 
his brother, did not seem it prudent 
on his part to await a morning train 
te come to this city and securing an 
automobile made a drive through the 
country in the machine. Reaching 
Americus, Sheriff Smith sought Sheriff 
Feagin, of Sumter county, and exhib- 
iting his warrant, asked for assistance 
in arresting Mort Childers. 

Childers Surrendereg to Sheriff. 

Sheriff Feagon knowing Zach Child- 
ers, who is solicitor of the city court 
here, did not think it necessary to 
start on a search for Mort. Childers. 
He quietly advised Zach Childers that 
he held a warrant for his brother, 
Mort Childers, .charming him .with 
murder. The solicitor quickly notified 
the sheriff of Sumter that his brother 
would surrender and within a few 
minutes the brother appeared at the 
sheriff's office, where Mort Childers 
surrendered himself into the custody 
of Sheriff Feagin, who turned him over 
to Q. W. Fuller, his jailor. 

Sheriff Smith, of Lee county, will 
leave Americus early jn the. morning 
with his new’ prisoner, the second man 
charged with murder in a case on 
which he is now holding one prisoner. 


Kenhedy Ordered Held. 

When the warrant for Maud Childers 
was sworn out this afternoon before 
Justice Avara, of Smithville, it was 
agreed by the friends of both Childers 
and Kennedy that Justice Avara should 
not conduct the preliminary trial, 
which was set for .Thursday, of this 
week, but that attorneys for both 
Childers and Kennedy should in the 
meantime agree upon some justice in 
the county outside of Smithville to 
conduct the inquiry. .

London, September: 19.—The over- 
throw of the Spanish monarchy was 
insured against at Lioyds’ this aft- 
ernoon when “whe high rate of 25 
guineas (approximately 126 per 
cent) was being-paid for the poli- 
cies. 


Madrid, September 19.—Spain ig face 
to face with a crisis equal in gravity to 
that following the riots in Barcelona in 
1909. The situation is bad. The agita- 
tion and the power of the agitators on 
the masses have increased*in “propor- 
tion to the rigor of the repressive 
measures undertaken by the govern- 
ment. 

" What at its origin was purely a labor 
movement has now developed into a 
revolutionary conflict, a commune hav- 
ing actually been proclaimed at two 
towns near Valencia, At these places 
the authorities were driven out of the 
districts. 

Martial Law Is Declared. 

The affiliated trades unions have de- 
cided to call a general strike tomorrow 
dhroughout the length and breadth of 
Spain, and the goveFnment, abantioning’ 
the tone of optimism heretofore main- 
tained, today decided upon-the drastic 
step of “suspending the constitutional 
guarantees” throughout the whole 
country. 

It was explained, however, that in so 
doing the goVernment did not séek to 
persecute the trades unions, but it was 
quite clear that any attempts to stir up 
a rebellion would be rigorously pun- 
ished, <All meetings have been forbid- 
den. The military authorities, it is 
further stated officially, will not as- 
sume control except in extreme cases. 


“The grave measure we have taken is 
absolutely imperative, not only for the 
defense of public instituents, but for 
society itself, ” gaid emier Canalajas 
tonight. “The suspéfsion of the con- 
stitutional guarante@s had been de- 
cided upon by the Bovernment in the 
presence of a movement unmistakably 
revolutionary and afiarchistic in char- 
acter—a movement, it may be assumed; 
directed against all social order.” 


Socialists Back Revolution. 

The Spanish government had long 
been aware that some such movement 
was contemplated for the end of Sep- 
tember, but was unwilling to take rad- 
ical measures until ifs true character 
was apparent, The movemeng was sup- 
ported by the socialists, and possibly 
by the extreme republican party, and 
was directed by a committee composed 
of Spaniards and foreigners, with head- 
quarters at Barcelona. 

Emissaries were sent throughout the 
peninsula, with instructions to foment 
general strikes in all the provinces, 
the object being to paralyze the life of 
the nation by stopping all public serv- 
ices. The government laid plans ac- 
cordingly, and is resolved, upon the 
establishment of order, as rapidly as 
possible and at any’ cost.. Late dis- 
patches from Barcelona and Safagossa 
say that all is quiet in these cities,

A fight is being made against Dr. 
Ww. A. Starnes because he has .opened 
a sanitarium at 303 Grant street. It 
ig alleged that Dr. Starnes treats 
victims of the morphine and whisky 
‘habits and those living near the sani- 
tarium claim that such patients are 
not gesirable neighbors. 

Dr. Starnes was arraigned in the 
Pecorder’s court Tuesday morning and 
fined $50.75 for running a seanitarium 
‘without having secured a permit and 
a license from the mayor and general 
council. His applica‘ion went to 
‘council Monday afternoon. It was 
stated in court by Alderman James A. 
‘Warten that Dr. Starnes stood no 
possible chancs of sucuring a permit 
to cOnduct a sanitarium in the resi- 
‘dence neighborhood he had selected. 

Dr. Starnes gave notice that he 
“would certiorari the sase and fight it 
‘out in the -higher courts. He stated 
that he had made a similar fight once 
before when he had @ sanitarium in 
Inman Park and had at one timé won 
‘out in the superior «court. One of the 
cases Dr. Starnes aprealeg was before 
the supreme court when his attorney 
had it withdrawn bev‘ause Dr. Starnes 
had closed his sanitarium in the city 
and moved to Decatul' 

Returns to Atianta. 

About two weeks ago Pr. Starnes 
‘eame to Atianta from Decatur and 
openéd his sanitarium: on Grant street. 
He claimed that he had only a few 
patients whom he had brought from 
Decatur and who still needed a little 
_ treatment. He said they were being 
dismissed as fast as possible. 

Alderman Warren testified that he 
resided next door to Dr. Starnes’ sanit- 
tarium and that thére must be at least 
twenty-five patients in the place, 
which was fully equipped like any 
other hospital. Other neighbors testi- 
fied that Dr. Starnes was conducting 
a sanitarium. |

A telephone invitation to Mrs. Jess¢ 
R. Hamby, of 117 Davis street, to stay 
away from her mother-in-law’s home 
and to cease her daily visits to her 
sick husband, who is confined theré, 
yesterday morning sent Mrs. Hamby 
post haste to Chief Beavers in search 
of relief. 

“They won't let me sée him, chief,” 
she said tearfully, “and they've got 
him out there treating him with Chris- 
tian Science, and won't give him any 
medicine. He's just dying for lack of 
treatment.” 

The chief was unable to do anything 
for the distressed wife, but called up 
the city health authorities about the 
matter. Dr. Hall went out and saw 
the sick man in spite of the disap- 
proval of his mother. Hamby -is very 
ill, his system is weakened by lack of 
attention, and he is suffering with 
toxic poisoning of a severe nature 
according to Dr. Hall. 

“He is getting on all right,” as- 
serted hts mother blandly, as she stood 
with arms akimbo in the door, guard- 
ing the passage to her .son's room, 
“There are evil influences abroad, sent 
out by his wife, but he is improving 
rapidly.” She also called the doctor an 
évil influence. 

The sick man i{s a. earpenter, 25 
years of age, says his wife, who is 28, 
He has been ill for nine weeks, One 
day he was not feeling well, probably 
due to the extreme heat in July, but 
he persisted in working. He got worse, 
jand had to stay at home, 

Mother Takes Him to Her Heme. 

“t told him) Jesse darling, stay at 
home and I will work and do-all I 
can for you, and you/can -have- every 
attention we ean afford,” said hib wife 
yesterday. “He remained at home for 
several days, but when his mother 
found out he was sick she demanded 
that he go to her house every day for 
treatment. He does not belteve in it, 
and she never could get him to go to 
Sunday school when he was a boy, but 
he went, anyway, to save a fuss, 

“But he kept on taking the medicine 
which Dr. Arrowood gave him. Final+¢ 
ly his mother worriéd Him so he would’ 
waste it to please her. 

“His condition gradually grew worse, 
until three weeks ago, when he took 
to his bed.

In order to prevent any possibility 
of voters repeating or voting twice 
in the ards where there will be two 
polling places, City Clerk Walter 
Taylor will instruct the election man- 
agers in such wards to consolidate 
the ballots and carefully check the 
duplicate registration lists before the 
ballots are counted.

THE ASSASSINATION OF STOLYPIN. 


Peter A. Stolypin, the Russian premier, assassinated by a Rus- 
sian terrorist, was as much the victim of a mistdken viewpoint 
as of his own ferocity. Americans who have followed. Russian his- 
tory realize that the premier was genuinely a friend of progressive 
reform, but that he was convinced the end was best accomplished 
by first crushing out the malcontents by whatever brutal means, 
upholding the power of the. dynasty and then gradually materializ- 
ing a program of popular liberty. 

That he was mistaken, is more apparent to those viewing the 
situation from a detached standpoint, than even those who suffered 
under his harsh regime in the Muscovite dominion. He fell into 
a grave errer in aligning himself too strongly with the emperor, 
and in flouting the duma at every opportunity. 

He would have made more headway had he been more concilia- 
tory, unore regardful of the fact that Russia is nearer awakening than 
it has been in centuries. But he honestly believed that the most 


effectual. way to meet discontent was with the scaffold and ban- 
ishment. He thought a new and-greater Russia could be built on 
storm and bloodshed. 

Criticism is now superfluous. His life has paid the forfeit for 
his failure in judgment. But, in justice to a man who knew he 
faced death every minute of his official existence, the truth at 
least should be told. 
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MATERIAL FOR POSTAL PROBE. 


The chamber of commerce committee that is to probe Atlanta’s 
wretched postal facilities will meet this morning. . Its members 
should not confine their activities to conditions im Atlanta. In- 
adequate railway arrangements north and south contribute almost 
as much to demoralization as the “economy” program of the de- 
partment visited locally. 

As The Constitution showed yesterday, the department has 
gone back to the thirty-foot mail cars on the Montgomery-Atlanta 
division, such as were used almost thirty years ago. Increasing 
mail going south and coming from New Orleans induced the de- 
partment, some years ago, to order on sixty-foot cars. Later on 
the “economy” craze of Hitchcockism caused these cars to be 
reduced to forty-foot lengths. In all conscience, this was bdd 
enough, considering that demands on the railway mail service 
were constantly growing, rather than deteriorating. 

But now the climax has been reached and the forty-foot cars 
have been shawed ten feet. Not only that, but the force of clerks 
has been materially reduced. 

Investigation on the Charlotte-Atlanta end will reveal ap- 
proximate conditions. 

If adjustment is to be accomplished, it must be, put under 
way immediately. The heavy fall business approaches. Under 
existing conditions, the correspondence of Atlanta’s mail houses— 
and that means largely their life blood—is at the merry of facilities 
that were inefficient twenty years ago. 

The chamber committee may count on the cooperation of other 
southern communities suffering commensurately. But its members 
must act quickly if they are to accomplish the purpose each one 
has in» mind.

ROAD-BUILDING AND TWO COUNTIES. 


Recently The Constitution carried a dispatch that reflected’ 
encouragement and discouragement to the good roads campaign 
that is gripping the state. It related that Butts county, which had 
long declined to see the necessity. of taking its quota of convicts, 
had not only taken all alloted to it, but in addition had sub-leased : 
several from Walker county. 2 

As final evidence of the conversion of Butts to the good roads 
gospel, her people have taken advantage of the recent legislative 
enactment which enables counties to raise the tax rate to the 
legal maximum for road-building purposes. And, not satisfied with 
this step forward, there is a movement on foot to issue bonds for 
road improvement purposes, that an all-county system may _ be. 
materialized with a minimum of delay, with the least burden upon 
the ‘tax payer, and that posterity shall share its just share in the | 
expense for an improvement in which it is to so largely share.

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CAPITOL FOLK MUST PAY FULL 
RATES FOR ’PHONES HEREAFTER 


Reduced rates for telephone service 
granted to capitol officials and em- 
ployees have been discontinued by or- 
der of the railroad commission. 

It was announced yesterday that the 
railroad commigsion, following an in- 
formal conference held with Governor 
Smith, had issued an order several 
days ago instructing the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company to 
cut out the reduced rate of one-third 
off which has been granied to capitol 
people for telephone service in their 
homes. And the company has cut it 
out. 

‘The reduced rate has been in effect 
since 1907, when the telephone com- 


pany was given the contract for in- 
stalling the telephone exdéhange in the 
eapitol. After the contract was made, 


the company announced that any state 
official or employees living in Atlanta, 
who so desired, would be given a phone 
at his home at the same rate that is 
charged for capitol telephones, which 
is one-third off.

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BARRETT OUTLINES PLANS. 
FOR HOLDING COTTON CROP 


President C. 8S. Barrett, of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, who has just returned from 
the national convention of that organi- 
zation at Shawnee, Okla., and from 
the Cotton Growers’ Congress at Mont- 
gomery, has issued a statement in 
which he states the impregnable posi- 
tion of the gouthern farmers, and 
urges them to stand shoulder to 
shoulder to win the fight for fair prices 
during the openimg season. Mr. Bar- 
rett also brands as absolutely without 
foundation the reports of a bumper 
crop, and declares the world will pay 
a legitimate figure for the staple if 
farmers, in co-operation with business 
men of the south, will conduct the 
proper sort of campaign. His state- 
ment follows: 

“To the Cotton of the Southern 
States: The recent convention of the 
Southern Cotton Growers at Montgom- 
ery, Ala., has satisfied me that the 
south, as a unit, has at last woke up 
to the need gf co-operating and of mak- 
ing a vigorous fight for insuring a fair 
price for its main staple, cotton. I do 
not remember to have attended a more 
enthusiastic gathering, a more repre- 
sentative one, or one more patronized 
by prominent, hard-headed business 
men. Commissioners of agriculture of 
the southern states, and men in close 
touch with every class of farmer, were 
present, The consensus of opinion was 
that cotton should beheld for 15, cents. 
This was in line with the verdict of 
the national convention of the Farmers 
Union at Shawnee, which decided that 
cotton should not be sold at prices pre- 
vailing, and should be held and 
financed for a higher figure. At Shaw- 
nee more than a thousand telegrams 
were received from various parts of 
the south, declaring that the organiza- 
tion would work toward the end of 
holding the staple, and helping needy 
farmers, untH the market reached a 
correct price. 

“At Montgomery the. Hon. Thomas 
Heflin, congressman from Alabama; 
E. J. Watson, commissioner of agricul- 
ture from Alabama, and myself were 
constituted 2 committee to supervise 
publicity and propaganda. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
concerted measures will defeat the 
movement to bear cotton, and will in- 
gure a just level throughout the selling 
season. 

Now Is Time. 


“Now is the time for the friend of 
the farmer to prove his friendship by 
substantial aid. -Cotton is the best col- 
lateral in the world, The banker and 
the small merchant can, and I believe 
will, accept it as such in cases where 
‘distress’ cotton might otherwise be 
thrown on the market only to glut it. 

“Tt is to the first interest of the busi- 
ness men of the south, whether bank- 


| dressed 
dancer, 


ers or merchants, to join the farmers 
in this movement for their rights. Even 
one-fourth of a cent off the just price 
for cotton means a loss of millions vis- 
ited upon every trade channel. It re- 
solves itself simply into a question of 
letting the World know, by our actions, 
that we are going to market and not 
sacrifice our cotton. If the business 
man and the banker fails in his duty, 
if the public man fails in his often- 
repeated protestations of loyalty to 
the farmer, they wlll all suffer in simi- 
lar degree. With regard to cotton, we 
stand or fall together. An unjust price 
for the farmer means lack of progper- 
ity for the market, the banker, the 
business man—whether in the city or 
country. A just price means prosperity 
for all in same proportion, The mills 
of New England, after a season of 
curtailment, are resuming operations. 
Does this look like there is an absence 
of demand for cotton? 

“It is incumbent upon us not to gell 
our birthright, not to yield the results 
of the year’s toil at the behest of mar- 
ket manipulators. 

In Shape for Fight. 

“You are jn better shape than ever 
to make this fight a winning one. You 
have no excuse for falling in it. You 
have grown hogs, corn and other food 
stuffs this past season. You are less in 
debt, less under the domination of the 
mortgage, than at any period in south- 
ern hidtory. You whipped the gamblers 
before when you were head over ears 
in debt. If you don’t do it now, almost 
debt-free, you deserve little sympathy 
from yourself or the world, 

“As never in history, the farmer and 
business man of the gouth are prepared 
to battle side by side.

Rally in the Third. 

There was an anti-charter meeting 
heid Tuesday night in the third ward 
in a vacant store, at the corner of 
Grant street and Milledge avenue. 
There were present about 250 voters 
ana several ladies. 

Captain Orville H. Hall presided and 
introduced ‘the speakers.. He said that 
the third ward had lately been getting 
a fair consideration from the city gov- 
ernment, and it would be a risk for 
that section of the city to place the 
government in the hands of a few 
inea,” 

Judge George Hillyer was the first 
speaker, and he said that the third 
ward hau a voting population of about 
4,00€, which was more than the entire 
voting. population of Columbus, and 
far more than many of the other cities 
in the state, He claimed that under 
the pruvosed new .charter the. people 
would be placed in voluntary servitude, 
which he did not believe the people 
would submit to. 

The next speaker Was Dr. George 
Brown, who stated how he hgd fought 
alone for a submission of the«new 
charter to the people.’ He said that 
he was in a conference where Mayor 
Winn was present, and the mayor had 
nevér once requested that his salary 
be nut raised. 

RoLert B. Blackburn spoke next, and 
he said that the’ new charter meant a 
government of autocracy and against 
a Yrepresentative government by the 
people. He said.the new charter was 
meant to fool the people. 

John EF. McClelland was: next intro- 
duced, and he started out by saying 
that the new charter was whipped to 
a frazzle. He stated that the. incep- 
tion of the new charter eame from men‘ 
who were opposed to ar effort by the 
present government to equalize the 
taxation. : 

Frank Wilby, the next speaker, . de- 
nounced the new charter as a measure 
to foster the interests of the moneyed 
classes and to injure those who work- 
ed for wages. 

The last speaker was ‘Daniel Web- 
stor Green, a member of the board of 
education from the third ward, who 
t$ld the audience of what the present 
city government had done for the third 
ward in the building of new public 
schools, 

At the close of the meeting resolu- 
tions indorsing the fight against the 
charter were passed. 

Meeting in the Tenth. 

The meeting held in the tenth ward 
last night by citizens opposed to the 
new charter drew an audience of sixty 
men, including a number of counctl- 
men and other speakers. Among those 
present, however, sentiment seemed to 
be strongly against the proposed form 
of: government, the speakers being fre- 
quently applauded and urged to con- 
tinue. — 

Judge John 8S, Candler was the lead- 
ing speaker at the meeting. He un- 
dertook to analyze the existing char- 
ter and to demonstrate its advantages 
as compared with the proposed charter. 
He was frequently applauded. 

B. M. Blackburn, who followed 
Judge Candler, bitterly attacked The 
Constitution and The Journal for sup- 
porting the new charter. 

Aldine Chambers, a councilman, as- 
serted that the new charter was hastily 
and faultily drawn and would, if adopt- 
ed, prove full of errors. —

charter. It has been carefully thought 
out and framed and reframed by some 
of the wisest men of the city. It is a 
charter, he said, that partakes of the 
best features of the commission form 
of government. 

The present unwieldy, extravagant 
government cannot stand the test of 
modern business methods, he declared, 
He asked his hearers to weigh the fea- 


tures of the new charter, and advised 


them to turn it down if it hasn't every- 
thing’ that goes to make up a modern 
government. 

“At least you should give the peo- 
ple a chance to try it,” he said in con- 


Careful Study Wanted. 

Col. E. E. Pomeroy, of the Fourth 
ward, a member of the central com- 
mittee and one of the most tireless of 
the campaigners for the charter, was 
the next speaker. 

The central committee wishes one 


] thing more than anything else, he said, 


and that is a careful study of the 
provisions of the new charter. 

“We believe that if the people will 
give it an earnest, close study, they 
will adopt it by an overwhelming 
vote,” said he. “It is not a question 
of whether the new charter is ideal 
in every respect, but a clean-cut quies- 
tion of whether there are less defects 
in the new charter than in the olk,’’ 
he continued. 

Colonel Pomeroy took up the vexed 
question of the board of education and 
declared. that in his opinion this’ body 
would be better under the new charter 
than under the present system of gov- 
ernment., The board is now elected by 
twelve rien, while under the proposed 
new system five men would choose its 
members. He asserted. that under the 
charter now in effect the various 
boards are governed by three or four 
men and that the other members are 
nothing more than “dummies.” 
* The proposed charter, he said, is 
not a new thing. It was conceived 
after much thought and written by 
trained legal minds. There are in it 
no jokers and no trickg, he declared, 
and he added that many students of 
civic matters think it the best charter 
that could be devised. The old charter 
has been patched up from time to time 
with new provisions without regard to 
the charter as a whole, he averred. 
It has beeh built without proper 
thought .and without sufficient study 
to make one department co-ordinate 
with another. The new charter would 
remedy the defects of the old, he said. 
The new charter contains all the good 
points of the old and none of its 
faults. 

The Eight-Hour Law. 

Referring to the eight-hour law, he 
said that the laboring peeple* would 
have just as much chance to secure # 
under the new onaxper @s under the 
one now in effect. | 

Attorney Edgar Watkins followed 
Colonel Pomeroy. He said the present 
charter is nearly thirty-eight years 
old. 

“When the present charter wis 
framed I was wearing a little slip 
held on with a draw-string, and 
would be just as appropriate for me 
to appear before you in that. garb 
now as it is for Atlanta to wear that 
37-year-old charter. The city needs 
a new dress,” said he. 

Mr. Watkins compared the provis- 
ions of the two charters and declared 
that there is not one defect in the 
new that’s not in the old. . There are 
many good things in the new that are 
in the old and many bad things in the 
old that are not in the new, he added. 

He said that under the new charter 
the school system would be improved 
and argued at length to prove his 
contention, —

(Special.)—The Clemson football team 
has begun regular practi¢e with a vim, 
despite the hot weather. Coach Dob- 
son has a large number of candidates 
cut on the field every afternoon. an 13 
giving his men gxercise in all depart- 
ments of the game—even lining them 
up for scrimmages. The men are g0- 
ing to work with more than ordinary 
zest. and seem determined to eclipse 
anything in the way of playing that 
has been seen on the local fleld in 
years. : 

Clemson has opened with more than

“Uniess the party or parties who are 
bidding for the Atlanta franchise close 
for it this week; the franchise will not 
be sold, but will be operated by us 
another season.” 

Such was the statement made by 
Preston A. Arkwright, the principal 
Stockholder of the club, when asked 
for a statement of the affairs of the 
Club last night. 

Neither Arthur Montgomery nor Wil- 
liam O. Mashburn. have an option on 
the franchise, nor have they ever had.

Both the premier, who naturally has 
been reciprocity’s most prominent ex- 
ponent, and the nationalist leader,

French elemient of Montreal. 

Reciprocity Supreme Issue. 

That reciprocity is the supreme issue 
and that next Thursday’s balloting 
affords an unprecedented report for 
accelerating the Dominion’s develop- 
ment was the reiteration of Sir Wil- 
frid. 

’ That reciprocity is undesirable was 
insisted upon by Mr. Bourassa. 

Although obviously worn by his five 
weeks of travel and speech making, 
the premier made his summarizing ap- 
peal for ratification of reciprocity with 
notable vigor and was alternately se- 
vere and factious in assailing those 
' who, he said, have sought to insult the 
intelligence of the Canadian voter by 
persisting in the attempt top substi- 
tute the dead bogie of annexation for 
the live issue of reciprocity. 


“I admire the great American re- 
public,” said the premier. “I was born 
in Canada. It is my land, and I do 
not want it merged into the American 
republic. Under reciprocity We shall 
be even better friends and furnish in 
the American continent an example of 
great peoples living on either side of 
an invisible line in peace and amity. 


Both Parties Nervous. 

Ottawa, Ontario, September 19.— 
With the elections but a day distant, 
both the political parties in Canada 
have become perceptibly nervous. The 
party press and the political speeches 
are showing the nervous strain of the 
long fight, and are less logical and 
more reckless than a week ago. 

Today a number of manufacturers 
suspended operations and ordered out 
their workmen*to hear an anti- 
reciprocity address delivered in their 
factory yards. The proprietors of a 
large packing plant stated to their 
workmen that if reciprocity carried 
they will have to close down. Notices 
of a similar character have been issued 
to workmen by a number of manufac- 
turers in Canada. 

The Cry of Annexation. 

Anti-reciprocity newspapers are more 
vehemently than ever raising the cry 
that reciprocity means annexation, 
Speeches by Champ Clark and other 
American champions of annexation 
are being printed in big types on front 
pages. The liberals are warning the 
people to “vote for reciprocity and 
their own pocket,” and denounce the 
annexation cry as @ millionaire’s sub- 
terfuge to mislead the electors. 

Kach side claims the victory. A big 
vote is certain to be polled, 

Few wagers are being made. The 
prevailing odds are 3 to 1 that the 
government will be sustained, and 
even money that the government ma- 
jority will be thirty or over.

More than a score of witnesses 
were brought to the stand to nar- 
rate their acquaintance with the par- 
ties to the tragedy and the parts they 
therein played, but apart from what 
Sheriff Garrett, of Carroll county and 
Detective Petree, of the Patterson De- 
tective Agency of Atlanta, and a 
young man who had been confined in 
the Carroll County jail with young 
Kennedy before he was brought back 
to Leesburg for trial, there was noth- 
ing new in the narratives. 

Every feature, every detail] of the 
evidence, even that deposed by Mont 
S Childers, the husband of the dead 
woman and the statement of the. pris- 
iner himself were told to nearly every 
one within the court room. It was 
a story collaborated by the people of 
this section who have heard it told 
and retold and who have repeated 
it themselves every day nearly since 
Mrs. Childers was laid to rest in the 
little cemetery within a few blocks 
of her home when death came to her. 

Childers on the Stand. 

On the stand Mort Childers was at 
times thoroughly composed and when 
so his story was even and smooth. 
But at other times, and especially 
when he was under cross examination, 
he manifested a nervousness and an 
irritable dispositio& though not once 
a sullenness or @ reticence. He im- 
pressed his audience as one wishing 
to tell what he might know but want- 
ed to tell it in his own way and with- 
out interruption or suggestion. 

Only once did his great bereavement 
manifest itself as he was on the wit- 
ness stand and that was when Attor- 
ney J. B. Hudson, of Americus, associ- 
ated with Solicitor’ General Williams

been a dream of happiness and that

Before leaving . the stand Childers 
admitted that after he had had break- 
fast and, as he was about to leave 
his home for the train to Leesburg 
that he had called to her not to for- 
get her medicine at the right time 
before dinner. » 

He denied that he had told his wife 
to keep dinner for him or that he ex- 
pected to be back on that one o'clock 
train from Leesburg. 

On cross examination he told why 
he did not reach home on that train, 
‘saying that a business engagement 
detained him. He explained that in at- 
tending that business engagement he 
had happened to be near the tele- 
phone booth when he was advised by 
the operator that he was wantcd at 
the phone. It was then when the 
message came to him from Smithville 
that his wife was seriously sick and 
asking him to come home at once. 

It was developed by Childers him- 
self that when he started home in a 
machine driven by Mack Tracy he sim- 
ply tola him, as he had told others in

Admitting after 
pressure by Attorney Fort for the de- 
fendant that “he had had strychnine 
in his possession even before he was 
married, he explained the possession 
of that drug by stating that he had 
bought it to kill birds that were dam- 
aging his crops. E 

“What kind of birds, Childers,” 
ed Attorney Fort. 

“Field larks,” was the response and

Childers declared that he had not 
seen Mrs. Childers take her dose of 
sal-hepatica the morning he left. He 
merely saw her toke the glass jar 
eontaining the drug from her dresser 
and with glass in hand step into an 
adjacent room where she secured the 
water used with the dose. 

It was brought out while Childers 
was on the stand that he suspected 
that his food had been tampered with 
once before. Saying that his wife had 
made a pot of tea one morning some- 
thing like crumbs was detected in it 
as she poured jt into the cups. It 
wags pronounced enough to attract at- 
tention, and while neither he nor his 
wife could explain the condition of 
the tea, neither drank of it ang the 
contents of the vessel were thrown out. 

Found Wife Dead, 

Childers was dead when he 
reached home and her sister, Mrs. 
Hays, was with her. That morning, 
after Childers left home for Leesburg, 
Mrs. Childers hag gone to her sis- 
ter’s home, where she passed an hour 
or so. It was shown by Mrs. Hays that 
Mrs. Childers was then in excellent 
health and that she was in her usual 
pleasant, jovial mood, She told of 
her husband’s absence from home and 
spoke of an outing that was contenmi- 
plated by some of the Smithville peo- 
ple that afternoon. Childers himself 
declared that he hag left his wife in 
her usual good health that morning. 
In fact, except for indigestion, her 
health had “always been remarkably 
good. ‘ 

Reaching home, Childers was ad- 
vised that Mrs. Childers.was dead, but 
for some time he refuseg to enter the 
room in which was her body. When 
he did go in it was at the earnest‘so- 
licitation of -Mrs. Hays. Friends of 
Childers who were present to sym- 
pathise with him and extend any aid 
in their power made a toddy for him, 
but he refused to drink it. Finally,

a window’ and spat out what he had

Three Kennedys Stand. 
A rather dramatic feature cropped 


‘ out when Detective Petree was telling 


how he had worked up the case 
against Kennedy. The prisoner was 
flanked on either side by a brother, 
one older, the other younger than the 
prisoner. Petree was telling of a 
conversation he had with the father 
of the prisoner soon after he began 
working on the case, saying that the 
prisoner was present during that con- 
versation. oof 

“Are you sure the prisoner, Robert 
Kennedy, was there when you were 
talking with his father?” askeg At- 
torney Fort. The detective said he 
Was sure, 

“Stand up,” said Mr. Fort, turning 
apparently to the prisoner. Instantly

For a second the detective halted, 
surveying closely the three young 
men..

A pathetic feature was the introduc-_| 
tion as witness of Hon. Zach Childers, 
brother of Mort Childefts. The wit- 
ness declaréd that immediately after 
he had been informeg that his sister 
had died of strychnine poison he had 
&0ne to Smithville to make a thorough 
investigation. He told of his conver- 
sation with Dr. Simpson and what re- 
sulted.» He recounted the fact that 
aS soon as he was advised that Mrs. 
Childers haq been poisoned, he and 
his brother Mort had insisted upon a 
chemical analysis of the contents of 
her stomach so that the actual facts 
might be ascertained. 

There was talk of a post-mortem, 
yut that was not deemed necessary, as 
he contents taken from Mrs. Childers’ 
stomach was deemed sufficient by the 
physicians. 

Mr. Childers directed Dr. Simpson to 
send the gontents and the bottle con- 
taining the medicine from which it is 
Supposed the. strychnine came to a 
chemist in Atlanta for analysis, tell- 
ing the doctor to have the analysis 
sent back C. O. D. The analysis came 
back to the express company collect, 
and Mort Childers paid the bill for the 


Childers Hired Detective. 

Childers advised the court. that he 
had (heard rumors’ connecting hig 
brothers with having procured the 
medicine, and told of his visit to At- 
lénta to secure a detective to ferret 
out the criminal. Childers made. it 
cecidedly plain that he had told tha 
detective agency in Atianta’ that he 
warted to know the guilty party; that 
he did not wdnt anyone shielded or 
protected. 

His testimony put him as extremely 
anxious to locate the criminal, it mat- 
tered not who he might be. He had 
not intimated to the agency that he 
was employing a detective to fix the 
crime or. anyone or to chield anyone, 
even his own brother, whose name ned 
then been used tnpleasantly in the 
case. Thgugh at all times cool and 
ever holding himself in perfect con- 
trol, it was easily apparent that Chil- 
ders was deeply moved during his oc- 
cupancy of the witness stand.

Kennedy Denies Guilt. 


Kennedy was brief in his statement. 
He was on the stand not mere than 
three minutes.

He said he had known 
Mrs. Childers since his boyhood days, 
and that he had a great admiration

Throughout his statement Kennedy 
was composed, Apparently he was 
without nerves. There was no witch- 
ing of the face, and as he moved his 
hands in his gestures ‘t was withoute 
the slightest indication of uneasiness. 
All duirng the morning he sat beside 
his attorneys, a pleasant smile over 
his face. 


He was full of hope, as was his 


friends, and when the judge announced } 


his conclusion that coolness did not 
desert him. Frequently during the 
trial, as some feature of the evidence 
came out, he arose to his feet to better 
see the witness. Right into the eyes 
of witness he gazed steadily: 

The brevity of his statement was aA 
surprise *9 even his friends. His re- 
cital was as though he had little to 
say, and, though the best way to use 
as few words as possible. . 


Women Surrounded Kennedy. 

As Judge Long announced he would 
hold Kennedy for the grand jury the 
prisoner was standing beside his at- 
torneys. He was looking directly at 
the judge as- though to read his doom 
before it was uttered, but there was 
nething of fear in his appearance. As 
the judge’s decree came he merely 
bowed his head as in acquiescerice, and 
turning to his attorney, Colonel Fort, 
grasped his hand.’
